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No memory of killing kids: Mom 


Bathtub drownings. 

Allyson McConnell 
takes the stand in 
her own defence 


An Alberta woman charged 
with killing her two sons 
says she has no memory of 


drowning the boys two years 
ago. 

Allyson McConnell is 
testif^ng in her own defence 
at her second-degree murder 
trial in Wetaskiwin. 

McConnell has admitted 
to drowning two-year-old 
Connor and 10-month-old 
Jayden in the bathtub of the 
family home in Millet, just 


south of Edmonton, but has 
pleaded not guilty. 

The central issue at trial 
is her state of mind when 
she did it. The same day she 
killed her children, she tried 
to commit suicide by jump¬ 
ing off an Edmonton over¬ 
pass. 

She told court Monday 
that she has suffered from 


depression for years and 
tried to commit suicide sev¬ 
eral times. 

“Eve done that reasonably 
often throughout the years. 
I’d be writing a list of ways 
I could kill myself on the 
shower,” she said in reply 
to questioning from her de¬ 
fence lawyer Peter Royal. 

“I didn’t feel that my life 


was worth living.” 

A frail McConnell, her 
testimony halting and inter¬ 
rupted by tears, described 
how she was abused by her 
father when she was growing 
up in Australia. She said he 
got her pregnant when she 
was 15, but she miscarried. 

She also described how 
unhappy she was when she 


moved to Canada, despite 
her marriage to Curtis Mc¬ 
Connell and the birth of her 
children. 

Crown prosecutor Gordon 
Hatch has said he is trying to 
establish that if McConnell 
was able to plan her suicide, 
she was also able to plan the 
deaths of her children.

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Dog-breed bylaw to be reviewed 


Change considered. 

Public consultation 
will be held over the 
summer before Oct. 9 
report to city hall 


The leash could be loosened on 
Edmonton’s dog breed legisla¬ 
tion. 

A council committee voted 
Monday for a review of the by¬ 
law, which will include public 
consultation. 

Councillors are also seek¬ 
ing information on bylaws 
elsewhere that restrict dogs by 


size rather than breed, and op¬ 
portunities for incentive-based 
licensing, such as reducing 
fees for owners who have been 
through training with their 
dogs. 

Bilinda Wagner, behaviour 
training manager with the Ed¬ 
monton Humane Society, said 
the move is a positive step to¬ 
wards removing the legislation. 

“The responsibility lies on 
the owner,” she said. “We’re 
asking people to take respon- 
sibihty, which seems to be very 
difficult in our culture these 
days.” 

The current rules, intro¬ 
duced in 1987 and last de¬ 
bated in 2003, mean owners 


of mixed-breed American Staf¬ 
fordshire and Staffordshire bull 
terriers, referred to as pit bulls, 
must muzzle them in public, 
pay higher licensing fees and 
carry $1 million in insurance. 

Animal behaviourist Ivan 
Stewart said that likely deters 
some owners from registering 
pit bulls. 

“It’s completely misdirected 
legislation that is blaming the 
breed for the ... people that 
own them,” he said, adding 
training and socialization is key 
for all dogs between the ages of 
eight and 12 weeks. 

The report will return 
Oct. 9.

Alberta is launching a for¬ 
mal review of how well it 
responded to a fire last May 
that destroyed a large por¬ 
tion of the town of Slave 
Lake. 

The consulting firm 
KPMG will interview emer¬ 
gency responders who 
handled the evacuation and 
some of the 7,000 residents 
who were forced to flee 
their homes. 

“The review will (first) 
focus on collecting feedback 
and insights from the emer¬ 
gency responders and that’s 
basically ... to free them up 
during this year’s wildfire 
season, which is underway 
now,” Municipal Affairs 
spokesman Jerry Ward said 
Monday. 

“Later this spring, we’re 
going to get input from the 
residents and get their in¬ 
sights as well as to what we 


did well and what could be 
done better — both in re¬ 
sponse and short-term re¬ 
covery efforts,” Ward said. 

All interviews will be on a 
voluntary basis, he said. 

“We’re going to have 
people on the ground from 
KPMG and they will be mak¬ 
ing themselves available for 
the general public to come 
in and discuss their insights 
into what happened.” 

KPMG is to submit an in¬ 
terim report by the May 15 
anniversary of the fire that 
destroyed 400 homes and 
caused more than $700 mil¬ 
lion in damage. A final re¬ 
port with recommendations 
is to be presented to Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs before the fall. 

Ward said the review 
isn’t intended to find blame 
or legal liability, but to learn 
how the government can do 
better in the future. 

The review is separate 
from another government 
study, already underway, 
into the conditions that led 
to the fire and how it was 
fought. That report is to be 
released this spring. 

It’s believed an arsonist 
ignited the blaze that left 
2,000 people homeless, but 
no arrests have been made.

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Balloon pilot saves skydivers before fall 


Georgia. Investigators 
believe stormy winds 
collapsed the hot-air 
balloon, twisting it into 
the shape of a streamer 


A hot-air balloon pilot found 
a safe spot for his skydiving 
passengers to bail out just be¬ 
fore a thunderstorm sucked in 
his craft and sent him plum¬ 
meting to his death. 


Searchers found the body 
of 63-year-old Edward Ristaino 
on Monday after combing the 
woods in south Georgia with 
helicopters, airplanes, horses 
and all-terrain vehicles. Ben 
Hill County Sheriff Bobby Mc- 
Lemore said a helicopter spot¬ 
ted the balloon, and searchers 
on the ground then found the 
North Carolina resident dead. 

Ristaino was ferr 3 dng the 
five skydivers Friday night 
when the fast-developing 
storm struck. Two of the sky- 


divers say Ristaino kept them 
safe by spotting a field where 
they could safely parachute 
and telling them to jump as 
the storm approached. 

“If we would have left a 
minute later, we would have 
been sucked into the storm,” 
said skydiver Dan Eaton of Au¬ 
gusta, Ga. 

He said he didn’t think Ris¬ 
taino’s choice to embark on 
the trip was reckless. 

They took off into a blue 
sky from a festival in Fitzger¬ 


ald, Ga. From the air, they 
could see only a fog-like haze 
that later turned into a fierce 
thunderstorm. 

The storm “came out of no¬ 
where,” said skydiver Jessica 
Wesnofske of Corneha, Ga. 

Wesnofske said winds 
from the storm whipped and 
rocked her parachute on the 
way down, making her real¬ 
ize how strong the storm had 
become. 

“By the time we got to the 
ground, the lightning was hit¬ 


ting the ground,” Wesnofske 
said. “There was spider hght- 
ning across the sky.” 

As the storm lifted Ristaino 
into the clouds, he was using a 
walkie-talkie to speak with his 
ground crew, McLemore said. 

“He told him he had gone 
into the clouds, that an up¬ 
draft had taken him up to 
17,000, 18,000 feet,” McLe¬ 
more said. 

At some point, authorities 
believe the storm’s winds col¬ 
lapsed the balloon and twisted 


it into the shape of a streamer. 
The last time anyone heard 
from the pilot, McLemore 
said, he saw trees beneath 
him. 

“He had just made the 
statement that T’m at 2,000 
feet and I see trees,’ and that 
was his last transmission,” he 
said.

Air Canada said Monday it 
could be forced to cancel 
flights and strand thousands 
of passengers if the mainten¬ 
ance company that obtained 
creditor protection Monday is 
unable to complete repairs to 
several planes. 

Despite sa 3 dng earlier in 
the day it won’t be affected 
by the closure, the airline’s 
lawyers argued in vain Mon¬ 
day for a Quebec Superior 
Court judge to order Aveos 
Fleet Performance not to lay 
off more workers and meet 
its obligations to complete 
the repairs. 

Three wide-body planes 
and several narrow-body 
aircraft are sitting in Aveos 
facilities across the country, 
some missing landing gear. 

Air Canada lawyer Louis 
Belanger said the next 24 to 
48 hours will be crucial in 
determining whether the 
aircraft repairs can be com¬ 
pleted on schedule. He said 
nearly 3,000 passengers daily 
could be affected if the planes 
aren’t promptly returned to 
service. 

Despite what it argued in 
court. Air Canada said in a 
news release that its fleet’s 
maintenance and repair ac¬ 


tivities are done in-house and 
won’t be affected by the plant 
closures. 

“The airline’s line main¬ 
tenance has always been 
performed directly by Air 
Canada, at the airline’s own 
facilities by Air Canada’s 
2,300 maintenance employ¬ 
ees,” the airline said in a 
statement. 

Montreal-based Aveos said 
it has permanently shut its 
airframe-repair business. The 
move will affect about 1,800 
of the company’s 2,600 em¬ 
ployees.

A motorcycle assailant opened 
fire with two handguns Mon¬ 
day in front of a Jewish school 
in the French city of Toulouse, 
killing a rabbi, his two young 
sons and a schoolgirl. One of 
the guns had also been used 
in other deadly motorcycle at¬ 
tacks in the area, officials said. 

A 30-year-old rabbi and his 
3-year-old and 6-year-old sons 
were killed just before classes 
started at the Ozar Hatorah 
school, a junior high and high 
school in a quiet residential 
neighbourhood, Toulouse 
Prosecutor Michel Valet said. 


Another child, the 8-year- 
old daughter of the school 
principal, was also killed, 
school officials said. Valet said 
a 17-year-old boy was also ser¬ 
iously wounded and in the 
operating ward of a city hos¬ 
pital. 

“He shot at ever 3 Thing he 
had in front of him, children 
and adults,” Valet said. “The 
children were chased inside 
the school.” 

Authorities ordered in¬ 
creased security at schools 
and S3magogues around the 
country ^er an attack that 
revolted France, where school 
shootings and deadly attacks 
on Jews are extremely rare.

Traditional media 
attracting more views 


Mobile technology appears 
to be increasing the public 
appetite for news, but it’s far 
from clear whether the news 
industry will profit from that, 
a study issued Monday con¬ 
cluded. 

The Pew Research Center’s 
Project for Excellence in Jour¬ 
nalism, in its annual state of 
the news media report, found 
encouraging signs within the 
27 per cent of Americans who 
say they get news on their 
smartphones or tablets. 

These consumers are 
likely to seek out traditional 
news sites or applications, 
strengthening their bond 
with old newspaper or tele¬ 
vision news organizations. 
People with tablets tend 
to read longer articles and 
spend more time with news 
sites than they do on phones 
or desktop computers, said 
Tom Rosenstiel, Project for 
Excellence in Journalism dir¬ 
ector. 

Many people already make 
it a habit to check their tab¬ 
lets before going to bed to see 
what is going to be in a news¬ 
paper the next day, he said. 

“The demand for conven¬ 
tional journalism endures

sites jumped 17 per cent from 
2010 to 2011, similar to the 
increase from the year before, 
the report said. 

and in some ways is even 
growing,” Rosenstiel said. 
“There were many people 
that didn’t predict that. The 
content is still coming from 
traditional news companies.” 

Yet technology companies, 
rather than news companies, 
are better set up to take ad¬ 
vantage of online revenue op¬ 
portunities. The report found 
that five companies — Micro¬ 
soft, Google, Facebook, AOL 
and Yahoo! — generated 68 
per cent of digital ad revenue 
in 2011. 

News companies are gen¬ 
erally not as able to provide 
the specific consumer infor¬ 
mation that digital advertis¬ 
ers seek, and they certainly 
have not been as aggressive 
in this area as the technology 
companies, said media critic 
Jeff Jarvis, who writes the 
Buzzmachine.com blog. 

Jarvis also criticizes news 
organizations for not being 
more creative with their web¬ 
sites and applications, and 
not encouraging users to link 
information.

Canada’s online 
economy lagging 

Canada’s Internet economy 
is expected to grow by 7.4 
per cent a year through 2016, 
better than the country’s 
overall GDP but stiU lagging 
many global peers, according 
to a new study commissioned 
by Google. 

The international study, 
conducted for Google by 
Boston Gonsulting Group, 
found that the Internet ac- 


coimted for about $49 biUion 
or three per cent of Ganada’s 
GDP in 2010, the latest year 
for which information was 
available. 

However, that was lower 
than the G20 average of 
about 4.1 per cent of GDP 
and put Ganada ninth among 
the G20 pack. 

By 2016, the online 
economy’s percentage of 
Ganadian GDP is expected 
to reach 3.6 per cent, falling 
further behind an expected 
G20 average of 5.3 per cent, 
the study said.

Stock options. Apple 
rewards shareholders 
with dividend, buyback 


Thirty-six years after its 
founding, Apple Inc. is final¬ 
ly loosening up its purse 
strings to reward sharehold¬ 
ers directly, by instituting a 
dividend and share-buyback 
program. 

Investors had been ex¬ 
pecting Monday’s announce¬ 
ment, driving up Apple 
shares 37 per cent since 
management hinted in Janu¬ 
ary that a dividend was in 
the works. 

Apple, the world’s most 
valuable company, sits on 


$97.6 billion in cash and 
securities. For years, GEO 
Steve Jobs resisted calls to 
reward shareholders with 
some of that money. 

He used to say that the 
money was better used to 
give Apple manoeuvring 
room, for instance by giving 
it the ability to buy other 
companies. 

Jobs died in October after 
a long fight with cancer. On 
Monday, new GEO Tim Gook 
said that with this much 
cash on hand, a dividend

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wouldn’t restrain the com¬ 
pany’s options. 

“These decisions will not 
close any doors for us,” he 
told analysts and reporters 
on a conference call. 

Apple generated $31 bil¬ 
lion in cash in the fiscal 
year that ended in Septem¬ 
ber, and is on pace to gener¬ 
ate even more in the current 
year. 

Apple said Monday that it 
will pay a quarterly dividend 
of $2.65 per share, starting 
in its fiscal fourth quarter, 
which begins July 1. 

Apple said the $10 billion 
share buyback program will 
begin next fiscal year, which 
starts Sept. 30, and run for 
three years.

Evolution Fresh had been 
selling its juices in grocery 
stores such as Whole Foods. 

The first Evolution Fresh 
store is in BeUevue, Wash. 

Aside from juices, Starbucks 
says Evolution Fresh shops will 
have wraps, soups, salads, vege¬ 
tarian and vegan options, and 
other offerings. 

Starbucks shares rose 15 
cents to $53.36 in premarket 
trading Monday. 

Starbucks’ acquisition of 
Evolution Fresh is part of an at¬ 
tempt to broaden its business 
as consumers demand health¬ 



ier products and it faces grow¬ 
ing competition from the likes 
of McDonald’s and Dunkin’ 
Donuts. 

The company has rolled out 
lower-calorie and lower-fat food 
options, sugar-free syrups and 
switched from whole milk to 2 
per cent miUc as the default in 
its drinks.

Wendy’s 
edges Burger King in sales 


Wendy’s has dethroned Burger 
King as the U.S.’s second-biggest 
hamburger chain. 

Wendy’s edged out Burger 
King in U.S. sales volume for 
the first time last year since 
Wendy’s was foimded in 1969, 
according to a report by food- 
industry research firm Techno- 
mic that’s set to be released 
next month. 

Wendy’s had sales of $8.5 
billion in 2011, compared with 
$8.4 bilhon for Burger King. Mc¬ 
Donald’s remained far larger 
than both with $34.2 billion in 
sales. 

Both Burger King and 
Wendy’s have struggled in re¬ 
cent years to keep up with the 


growth of McDonald’s, which 
has managed to keep prices 
low through the recession, 
while also introducing a new 
menu items and remodeling 
restaurants. 

Despite its edge over Bur¬ 
ger King, Wendy’s has been 
on a mission to reinvent itself 
as a higher-end hamburger 
chain. 

GEO Emil Brolick, who has 
called the company’s poor 
performance in recent years 
“self-inflicted wounds,” also 
laid out plans this year to 
raise standards for employ¬ 
ees and update stores with an 
airier, more modern look.

For some people, learning stops as soon 
as they finish high school or university, 
but if you want to live a challenging life 
and find fulfilment at work, experts say 
learning will likely be a lifelong 
pursuit.

Instead of (or as 
well as) spending money on a trip to 
Europe, many older Canadians spend 
money on courses to learn how the 
brain works, searching for the historical 
Jesus, studying Darwin, Shakespeare 
and many others. 

“It’s a real range — sciences, music 
and art,” Fanjoy says.

samples of bacteria, and audio-video manipulations, ei¬ 
ther live or obtained from the web. 

The scienee laboratories eomprise faeilities that 
house the teaehing of students and designated facilities 
for conducting research in areas in physies, geology, 
microbiology, biology and chemistry. 

“With researeh laboratories in close proximity to 


teaehing area, students have the added opportunity to 
experienee hands-on experiences that enhance their 
learning experienee,” says Carter. 

The laboratories are open to students, researchers 
and external agencies who are conducting work on the 
Athabasea River Basin.

Gareth Evans, The Raid director and writer, about the fighting style in his new film. 


After decades of action mov¬ 
ies and ass-kicking opuses 
from all across the globe, 
it’s rare for audiences today 
to see something that truly 
knocks them out, much less 
that’s original. 

But Gareth Evans’ The 
Raid: Redemption has set 
a new standard for the cre¬ 
ative ways in which film¬ 
makers can stage big-screen 
showdowns — in terms of 
technique, quality and even 
quantity. 

No movie since the last 
Matrix installment has fea¬ 
tured so many people fight¬ 
ing so furiously all at once, 
over and over. 

If you ask the writer- 
director how he arrived 
at that style as opposed to 
more familiar forms of fisti¬ 
cuffs, however, Evans says 
he was primarily interested 
in introducing the world 
to the Indonesian form of 
martial arts known as silat, 
even as he constructed his 
brilliantly straightforward 
tale of a group of SWAT 
team members trying to 
fight their way out of a drug 
dealer’s fortress-like tene¬ 
ment building. 

“In terms of Indonesia, 
we’re still in our infancy 
when it comes to action 
films,” Evans says. 

“We’re huge fans of ac¬ 
tion cinema from America, 
from Hong Kong, from Thai¬ 
land, but we’re very aware 
of the fact that we can’t rep¬ 
licate those. 

“So we needed to create 
this style of fighting — and 
screen fighting — which 
doesn’t feel like it existed 
that much before.” 

While other movies have 
embraced the absurdity of 
the choreography to create 
larger-than-life sequences, 
Evans said he wanted his 
fights to function realistic¬ 
ally, even if he concedes 
that they’re a lot longer 
than his heroes could pos¬ 
sibly endure. 

“Every movement has 
to feel like it’s grounded in 
reality,” the filmmaker ex¬ 
plained. 


Fighting to get noticed 


“So even though the 
duration of the fight is 
the exaggerated part of it, 
all of the movements feel 
real. And you get that feel¬ 
ing when you watch the 
film that if you studied that 
martial art too, you could 
do all of the movements as 
well.” 

The film’s red-hot recep¬ 
tion at film festivals over 


the past several months in¬ 
spired its distributor, Sony 
Pictures Classics, to bank¬ 
roll not one but two more 
movies in the series. 

But even with stateside 
studios knocking down 
his door, Evans said he’s 
happier to keep fighting 
for his own ideas than tak¬ 
ing a victory lap using 
someone else’s. 


“In terms of Holl34wood, 
I’m not interested really in 
major big-budget stuff,” he 
revealed. 

“My love is for the type 
of film that I can feel pas¬ 
sionately about in every 
page of the script and every 
line of dialogue. 

“The most ideal situa¬ 
tion for me is to find that 
one person that’s going to 
support me to make 
the film that I want to 
make. 

“I definitely want to 
make movies out here,” he 
added. “But it’s got to be the 
right film, and the right cir¬ 
cumstances too.”

When do I have to tile my 
taxes? Each year taxes are 
due to Canada Revenue 
Agency (CRA) by midnight of 
April 30. 

How do I tile my taxes? 

You, or your professional tax 
advisor, can file your taxes 
through NETEILE (netfile. 
gc.ca). For help using NET- 
HLE, consult CRA’s online 
help or call the NETFILE help 
desk: 1-800-714-7257. Not 
everyone can use NETFILE, 
so check out the restrictions. 
If you run into problems you 
can stiU file the old-fashioned 
way in paper form and have 
the post office postmark it by 
April 30,2012. 

What if I’ve moved? File 
your taxes according to the 
address where you were liv¬ 
ing on Dec. 31 of the tax year. 
What if I’ve experienced a 
major life event? If you’ve 
had a child, experienced a 
death in your immediate 
family, got married, separ¬ 
ated or divorced, there are 


special tax considerations 
for your situation, so consult 
with a professional tax 
advisor. 

What if I’m behind on my 
taxes? Get on it! By law, you 
must file a yearly tax return. 
The longer you let it go, the 
more complicated it gets. 

Do 1 pay a tine if I’m late 
filing my taxes? If you are eli¬ 
gible for a refimd, there is no 
penalty. However, if you owe 
taxes, the late filing penalty 
is five per cent of the amount 
you owe for 2011, plus one 
per cent of the balance owing 
for each fiiU month that your 
return is late, to a maximum 
of 12 months. 

Do 1 have to file a Joint tax 
return? Taxes are filed on an 
individual basis in Canada. 
But, if you’re married or 
living common-law you must 
claim your marital status 
because your tax benefits 
are calculated based on total 
household income. 

What can 1 write off? If you 
are self-employed, you’re 
allowed to claim some busi¬ 
ness expenses against your 
income. If you’re not self-em¬ 
ployed, it’s unlikely you can 
write off employment related 
expenses. Research what you 
can claim or hire an expert. 
Keep receipts and documen¬ 
tation in case you’re audited.

bring back 1.14 htres of liquor 
or 1.5 htres of wine regardless 
of the trip length. 

Savvy cross-border shoppers 
head to the outlet mahs and big 
box stores to score deals. But 
with a bit of planning you can 
do even better by monitoring 
the coupon offers at your des¬ 
tination. 

First, check out the local 
newspaper. Advertising is up 
since the worse of the reces¬ 
sion and the papers are fuU of 
coupons. In Canada, we usuahy 
see flyer-heavy papers on Wed¬ 
nesday and Thursday, but in 
Florida, for example, Saturday 
or Simday is when you will find 
the largest number of flyers 
and ads. 

Another great source are 
the newspapers’ websites. They 
are far richer with coupons 
than in Canada. Also, visit store 
websites. Last week, 1 took ad¬ 
vantage of a two-day only 20 
per cent off any purchase at 


Chico’s and a similar deal at 
Macy’s. Some stores are strict 
about having the coupon in 
hand but when I left my Macy’s 
offer in the printer, the check¬ 
out person swiped one she had 
at the coimter to give me the 
discoimt. 

Finally coupon sites have 
proliferated in the U.S., over 
500 at last coimt.

The Denver Broncos got their 
Man. Make that Pe 3 Aon Man¬ 
ning. 

Pending final contract nego¬ 
tiations, Manning will join John 
Elway’s Broncos with hopes of 
winning another Super Bowl. 

So much for Tebowmania. 

Still to be decided is what 
happens to last season’s 
quarterback sensation, Tim 
Tebow. 

The Broncos and Manning 
agent Tom Condon spent Mon¬ 
day working out parameters 
of a deal expected to be worth 
about $95 million over five 
years after the NFL’s only four¬ 
time MVP called Elway, the 
Broncos’ revered QB-tumed- 
executive, and told him he had 
decided to come to Denver. 

Tennessee Titans owner Bud 
Adams also said Manning let 
him know that he had picked 
the Broncos. Adams released a 
statement Monday confirming 
the Titans were out of the run¬ 
ning and later said to The Ten¬ 
nessean: “He called me himself 


and told me he wasn’t coming, 
that he made his mind up to go 
with Denver.” 

Besides the Titans, the San 
Francisco 49ers had been a 
finalist in the chase for Man¬ 
ning, who turns 36 on Saturday 
and missed all of 2011 because 
of multiple neck surgeries. 

ESPN first reported the 
record-setting quarterback in¬ 
structed his agent to negotiate 
the details of a deal with the 
Broncos, less than two weeks 


after the Indianapolis Colts re¬ 
leased him rather than pay a 
$28-million bonus. 

“I think it’s a great place 
for him,” Broncos defensive 
end Robert Ayers said outside 
the Broncos’ complex. “I don’t 
think he made a bad decision. I 
think he made a great decision. 
Hopefully we can prove him 
right and hopefully we can win 
a lot of games here.” 

Despite being sidelined aU 
of last season. Manning’s suc¬ 


cess in the past — the Colts 
averaged a 12-4 record from 
2001-10 — made him by far 
this off-season’s top potential 
signing and perhaps the most 
desired free agent ever. 

He was wooed to Denver 
by HaU of Fame quarterback 
Elway, who led the Broncos 
to two Super Bowl champion¬ 
ships and now serves as their 
vice-president of football oper¬ 
ations.
